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Local duo teaming up on children’s book

A local collaboration between an author and illus¬ 
trator is looking to the public for help in publishing 
a children’s book 

Author Maxine Spence ;uul illustrator Lyndsay 
Wasko have combined their talents to produce a 
36-page children’s story entitled Down in the Jungle. 
The story follows a young boy, Jake, who dreams at 
night of going with his cat through the jungle, des¬ 
sert, ocean and arctic, but it’s not until later that he 
discovers the best kind of treasure is his family. The 
hardcover book features colourful illustrations, large 
print, a lot of animals to find and themes about loving 
relationships. 

Spence said she approached Wasko in 2010 just 
as Wasko was about to start studying at the Alberta 
College of Art and Design. Wasko agreed it was a 
project she would like to w'ork on and finished the 
illustrations for the book in December 2013. 

Spence, who published Leaf in 2011 said she 
learned through that process that when approach¬ 
ing a traditional publisher the author loses some of 
the creative control with whom she can collaborate 
with and so she decided to publish the work using 
kickstarter, an on-line tool that encourages people 
to pledge an amount toward a goal in order to get 
the book published. In this case, Spence and Wasko 
need people to pledge a total of $9,500 between 
January and March 1 in order to get the book out to 
t he people who pledged by Mother’s Day on May 11. 

“The biggest thing that I learned was that when a 
manuscript is accepted for publication, the author 
loses all control of it. Which means that 1 would have 
no say as to the illustrations, who illustrated it or 
how they illustrated it. In both cases I knew (Elsie 
Archer’s) work (who illustrated Leaf) and I knew 
Lyndsay’s work and 1 knew that they would get what 
I was trying to do in each book. Two Didsbury artists 
have nailed what it was that I was trying to convey,” 
Spence said. 

After Wasko agreed to the collaboration, she sent 
some sketches to Spence, who said Wasko “was 
already on the right track." The pair then made a 
mock up of the book. 

“There was a lot of back-and-forth,” Spence said.

The Ride For Dad Rot off to a good start for 2014 
when $25,500 was raised on Feb. 15, during the

During the game, which the Colts won 2-1 over 
the Three Hills Thrashers, spectators were invited 
to bid on items donated by local businesses. 
The amount, plus an amount collected by the 
Thrashers, was then donated to the Ride For Dad 
following the conclusion of the game.

Council to talk about mission statement at open house

Councillors were to 
present their mission 
and vision statement 
for the next four years 
at an open house at the 
multi-purpose room at 
the Didsbury Memorial 
Complex on Feb. 24. 

The draft of the docu¬ 
ment was presented at 
council’s committee of 
the whole meeting on 
Feb. 11. The plan sets 
out objectives designed 
to measure perfor¬ 
mance in corporate 
stewardship, commu¬ 
nity outreach, econom¬ 
ic development, infra¬ 
structure and the social 
and cultural betterment 
of the community. 

The goal of the pol¬ 
icy is to create a safe, 
sustainable community 
that engages its citizens. 
The policy takes in 10 
principles of financial 
responsibility, innova¬ 
tion, openness toward 
citizens, among others. 
It represents the cur¬ 
rent blueprint of coun¬ 
cil for the next four 
years. Under infrastruc¬ 
ture, for example, the 
town wants to develop 
a 10-year capital plan, 
prioritize capital proj¬ 
ects through 2017 and 
make annual budget 
allocations for capital 
projects. 


“This is outstanding. It 
very much mirrors what 
council wants to do. As 
a council, if you don’t 
know where you want 
to go, you will end up 
where luck takes you," 
Roy Brown, the town's 
chief administrat ive offi¬ 
cer, told councillors at 
the cow meeting. 

Coun. Joyce McCoy, 
who made the presenta¬ 


tion to fellow council¬ 
lors, said there is a lot 
of conversation about 
creating 20/20 vision 
into such documents. 
She said she thinks 
that’s an admirable goal 
to work toward. 

In an interview fol¬ 
lowing the meeting, 
McCoy said the idea 
was to develop a plan 
that will distinguish the 


current council from its 
predecessors. Several 
councillors sat on a 
committee following 
the election in October 
2013 to brainstorm 
ideas. 

“I think the biggest 
change (from the previ¬ 
ous council) is commu¬ 
nication and building an 
open and transparent 
relationship with all the 


... residents and busi¬ 
nesses,” she said. “The 
Town of Didsbury is 
encouraging communi¬ 
ty engagement in a car¬ 
ing manner to build a 
vibrant, welcoming and 
cohesive community; a 


great place in which to 
live, work and play that 
offers residents growth 
and opportunity.” 

Council will pass the 
draft plan during the 
council meeting on Feb. 
25.

Colts down

The Mountainview Colts are down two games to 
zero in their Heritage Junior Hoc key League playoff 
series to the Stettler Lightning. 

The Colts were beaten 4-1 on Feb. 21 in Stettler and 


then lost a tough-fought game to the Lightning 5-4 in 
Didsbury on Feb. 22. 

In game 2, the Colts got off to a slow start, trailing 
2-0 after one period on goals by Adam Temes and 
Jake Schwartzenberger The Colts then tied it in 
the second on goals by Tyson Schmidt and Dennis 
Lawrence, before the Lightning re-took the lead on 


a goal by Dylan Houston. Braeden Anderson tied it 
again at 3-3 before the period was finished. 

In the third period, Kevin Vandenhoven ‘s goal for 
the Colts was sandwiched between two by Landon 
Potter to give the Lightning the victory. Potter’s game 
winner resulted from a turnover in front of the Colts’ 
net in which he fired a shot past Connor Slipp. 

Following the game, Vandenhoven 
said the Colts gave up early leads in 
both games and found it difficult to 
come back. 

“We can’t give up those two-goal 
leads in the first and fight back the 
whole game. We have to work all 
next game to make it 60 minutes, not 
40 minutes," he said. 

Vandenhoven said the two losses 
should motivate the Colts, especial¬ 
ly since the teams were so evenly 
matched during the regular season. 
The teams split four head-to-head 
match-ups with three of the four 
games ending as one-goal contests. 

“It should light a fire for us, know¬ 
ing that we lost two games to these 
guys. We’ve beaten them this sea¬ 
son, so we know they’re beatable 
so we just have to come out there 
(and play) 60 minutes,” he said, add¬ 
ing that skating and hitting from 
the opening face-off would put the 
Lightning back on their heels. 

Brent Youngs, the Colts’ assistant 
coach, said he was encouraged by 
the team’s play on Feb. 22. 

“We kept the play most of the night. 
I think we had the intensity we need¬ 
ed. We didn’t get a couple bounces 
that we needed, but if we keep play¬ 
ing like we did (on Feb. 22) I think 
we’ll have a good chance of bouncing 
back. The boys played a lot better,” 
he said. 

Youngs said six Colts penalties in 
the second period slowed the flow of 
the game down, and he hoped that 
in Game 3 the team could limit its 
time in the penalty box. On a positive 
note though, the team did capitalize 
on one of its six powerplay chances.

While part of the changes that will take effect April 
1 include the provincial government reimbursing 
pharmacies for some of the services they previously 
provided for free - which is positive - Blatz said the 
government will only provide about 20 per cent of 
the revenue to pharmacies for services the pharma¬ 
cies provide. 

“It’s re-investing in pharmacies to some extent, but 
nowhere near what they’ve taken away,” he said. 

Jody Keller, owner of both Didsbury and Carstairs 
Pharmasve locations, agreed that dispensing revenue 
will decrease as a result of the new price structure. 

“What I can tell you is we will see a decrease in 
general of the old versus the new. As of April 1, there 
will be a decrease in revenue (for dispensing)," he 
said. 

Keller said pahramacies will lose profit related to 
the dispensing fees - which previously ranged from 
$10.22 to $20.90 per prescription, depending on the 
acquisition cost of each medication. 

However, pharmacists will now offer services 
previously restricted to doctors, such as prescrib¬ 
ing basic medications and performing medication 
reviews, he said. 

This expanded scope of services requires extra 
qualifications - something many of Keller’s staff have 
completed - and the provincial government will be 


footing the bill for the services provided to clients, 
which are provided at no cost to them, he noted. 

“We’re happy to do that. That’s the future of phar¬ 
macy. That’s why we all went to school, was to work 
in clinical and sit down with people and solve prob¬ 
lems as medication experts,” he said. 

“Having a four-year contract with the Alberta 
government is going to provide stability. And I can 
say the pharmacy services framework is allowing 
for a more comprehensive ability to provide these 
services.” 

Now, instead of billing a maximum of one service 
per day, the government will allow staff to provide - 
and bill - for two. 

“So we can provide an ii\jection to a person, as 
well as a followup to a medication review, and the 
pharmacy can bill for two services for the same 
visit," he said. 

Keller said pharmacists can save the health-care 
system money by providing multiple services to a 
patient during a patient-pharmacist interaction, and 
now they will be fairly compensated for the services 
they provide. 

They will continue to see decreased revenues 
because of the reduced pharmaceutical prices, but in 
allowing pharmacists to do more than they used to, 
the government Ls allowing pharmacies to make up 
for the losses, he said. 

“A challenge we have is the public’s understanding 
that this is something they can take advantage of. 


There probably hasn’t been enough from the govern¬ 
ment or our pharmacy body to educate the public of 
what’s available to them, at no charge,” he added. 

Along with the price-cutting, however, the govern¬ 
ment is continuing to lower generic drug prices by 
taking tenders from “very aggressive, non-Canadian 
companies that are offering lower prices. 

“We are not opposed to lower prices for Albertans,” 
he stipulated. 

“However, we are concerned the new suppliers 
will continue to have problems supplying local resi¬ 
dents and all Albertans." 

Since the government lowered the price it will pay 
for generic drugs last year, new suppliers have had 
lengthy periods where they could not supply highly 
used medications, he added. 

“Issues with supply have been very disappointing, 
because it ends up creating a waste of time to the 
system in general: time to secure product, the qual¬ 
ity of the product is of concern, and then when they 
can’t supply, we’re looking for other suppliers and 
switching people back and forth (on medications)." 

And because of the lower generic drug prices, 
pharmacies are receiving less money in rebates, fur¬ 
ther driving down their profit margin 

He noted the stability of a four-year agreement 
between the Alberta Pharmacists’ Association and 
the province is a big positive, but the business model 
of pharmacies must continue to evolve in order to 
survive.
